She is re- 
quested to go to her favorite department store, and inquire 
for that certain brand. Upon inquiry she finds that the coat 
costs $1,000. This lady may have journeyed to a neighbor- 
ing city 30 or 40 miles away for the coat may hive been sold 
by only the larger stores and not handled locally, Imagine 
this lady’s disgust in getting thére and finding the price pro- 
hibitive whereas had the price been mentioned she might have 
decided before the program was over whether or not she could 
afford the fur coat. 

“What has all of this to do with the large and small broad- 
casting stations, you may wonder. To me, it appéars te be a 
silly question as to whether or not price should be mentioned. 
It is simply a gigantic scheme to fayor a large group of chain 


advertising stations which have a practical monopely upon 
national radio advertising for reasons that indepéndent sta- 


tions can only serve their immediate areas. The station in 
Chicago could not hope to get advertising from a firm which 
wanted to reach Boston, Mass., but the chain stations can 
take your ad and send it to any part of the continent. There- 
fore, when anyone who has the advantage in radio advertis- 
ing could or would adopt radio advertising ethics forbidding 
the use or quotation of price, they are placing the individual, 
independent broadcaster at a great disadvantage; a disadvan- 
tage of not only securing advertising, but a disadvantage, and 
a very important one, of placing the individual station mana- 
ger who quotes price, in a prejudiced position before the Fed- 
eral Radio commission.” 

The movement in indicative of the gradual tightening of the 
restrictions against the independent broadcaster. Under the 
guise of “ethics,” “fair trade practices” or what not, the inde- 
pendent station is finding it more and more difficult to oper- 


ate. The time is coming when the entire radio situation must 
be revamped or the threatened monopoly of the air will be 
complete.

FARMLOANSTO 
STOP APRIL 30 


Federal Loans Not to 
Be Made After 
This Month — 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
—The Secretary of Agriculture, Ar- 
thur M. Hyde, has no intention, at 
least at present, of extending be- 
yond April 30 the time for mak- 
ing loans from the Federal. funds 
for loans in drought and storm 
areas. Mr. Hyde announced that 
April 30 was fixed as the final date 
for applications for loans in the 
regulations issued when the funds 
became available. 

Mr.: Hyde said he believes suf- 
fiicient funds are available to meet 
the demand for loans, but he feels 
that there is no need for crop pro- 
duction loans after April 30, inas- 
much as planting of crops should 
be completed by May 10. 

County committees in all coun- 
ties where loans are available have 
been notified of the time limit, Dr. 
C. W. Warburton, Secretary of the 
National Drought Relief Commit- 
tee, said. They were asked to give 
full publicity to the fact that only 
one week is left, so there will be 
no need of applications after April. 
Farmers should have their planting 
plans complete before the end of 
the month, he believes. 

The number ofepplications for 
loans at the Mem , Tenn.,; fleld 
office of the Farmers Seed Loan 
Office already has begun to decline, 
Dr. Warburton said. This office 
leads the five field offices in number 
of loans. He added that he expects 
the decline to spread to the other 
four field offices within a few days. 

Some .of the several hundred 
workers in the field offices will be 
as the number of loans 
declines, Dr. Warburton said, but 
the reduction in forces will be grad- 
ual and a considerable number of 
the.,employes will be retained to 
h® le clerical work in connection 
wi /the loans. Later, a force of 
collectors, probably numbe: 
about 150, will be added. The first 
payments on loans are expected late 
in June or early in July, he said. 

The department announced April 
16 that crop production loans ap- 
proved from the total of $67,000,000 
available have reached $35,301,944, 
and that loans to finance agricul- 
tural credit corporations have 
reached $237,930. Twelve corpora- 
tions are involved.

be mentioned in radio advertising. 
VW it-is objectionable to mention 
price by radio, it is objectionable 
to mention it in any other form 
of advertising. On the other hand, 
it is permissible in all other means 
—I know of no form of advertising 
known to the business world, which 
restricts one from naming a price. 
Why then, should it not be per- 
missible over radio? 

Looks Like Discrimination | 

I have sometimes wondered if 
the limitations which some are en- 
deavoring to place on radio adver- 
tising, is not a part of the plan to 
favor certain groups who do radio 
advertising, and to place in an un- 
fair position, other stations who do 
radio advertising. I feel positive. 
that if a careful check-up was 
made by independent individuals 
who have no direct contact with 
radio advertising or government 
departments in any way, you would 
find a condition such as this ex- 
isting. 

To explain that situation, let me 
outline a mental picture of the ra- 
dio audience. Scattered to the re- 
motest parts of America, radio lis- 
teners will be found, and after the 
evening meal, radio speakers bring 
to all these individuals, their pro- 
grams. He may be interested in that 
which he is occupied with, and not 
giving his undivided attention to 
the program: he may be uncons- 
cious of the advertising mingled 
with the musical program, when 
suddenly the word “tires” draws his 
attention and he suddenly realizes 
he is in need of tires, and listens 
more intently to what is said. He 
will either hear a description of 


f | the tire, without pfice, or a des- 


cription with price. He will either 
be told it cannot be obtained ex- 
cept from a local dealer or that it 
wil’ be sent to him direct by the 
The question is, “which 
does he prefer’? Which serves pub- 
lic necessity and convenience to the 
greatest extent and which pleases 
the listener the most? Would he 
rather hear the price given and the 
address where he can secure the 
tire, or would he rather be told to 
go to a local dealer, and if it Is a 
product not well known to all, he 
wotild no doubt have to ‘phone to 
some of his friends to find out who 
the local dealer was. 
The Buyer Appeal 

There isn’t an advertising man- 
ager today in my estimation, who 
will agree but that successful ad- 
vertising consists in creating a de- 
mand and above all things, making 
it easy for the proSpect to secure 
the goods you are advertising. Now 
this listener, listening to that same 
program, hears the music, the des- 
cription of the tire, and then hears 
the announcer say, “you are in- 
vited to call on your local dealer.” 
Supposing the listener is in a large 
city—or he may be in a small town, 
a village, hamlet or even on a farm 
some distance from any town, he 
may be in a community where 
that particular firm has 
local dealer or he may be located 
where there is no dealer. Therefore, 
such advertising puts the listener 
to an inconvenience and necessi- 
tates, no doubt. his inquiring or 
telephoning to all garages to as- 
certain who handles that certain 
make of tire. Then when he finds 
out where it is sold, he will be forc- 
ed to lay off from work for he will 
no doubt wish to go and see the tire 
first. as long as it is handled local- 
ly. Generally the dealer would be 
closed at night, and unless he waits 
until Saturday night he would have 
no opportunity to see the dealer 
without inconveniencing himself. 
After going to all that trouble, he 
perhaps finds the dealer, . sees the 
tire and thinks the price out of 
line, and all his time has been spent 
uselessly. On his way home he is 
bound to do one thir.s;—he will un- 
doubtedly feel like cursing the man 
who sent him there to buy that 
particular product which he didn’t 
buy, and he regrets the waste of 
time. On the other hand, while lis- 
tening to the program and hearing 
the description of the tire, he finds 
it can be purchased from the Tang- 
ley Tire Company at Muscatine, 
Towa, a 29x4.40 size for $5.60 and 
a tube for $1.10. He hears the an- 
nouncement that the tire is built 
of pure gum rubber; that there is 
not one ounce of shoddy rubber 
built into the road surface wearing 
part of the tire and what is the re- 
sult? He knows what he paid for 
his last tires and he knows the 
prevailing price of that tire, and he 
immediately satisfies himself one 
way or the other, whether the price 
is too high or if it is in reach of his 
pocketbook. The listener’s answer 
would be, in my estimation, that he 
prefers to hear the price. 

, «Mail Advertising 

I liken this situation & great deal 
to the business firm (and I might 
say the majority of them) who have 
a hot prospect for a sale of. their 
product. and in their letters quote 
you the price, adding that under 
\separate cover they are sending you 





@ catalog, descriptive of the prod- 
uct;-or:like those firms from whom 
I receive dozens of letters monthly, 
where they waste a page or more 
describing their product and tell me 
under separate mail I will receive 
pricelist. I wait two or three days; 
sometimes it comes and sometimes 
it doesn’t: and asa rule now, I 
never wait; I throw the letter in the 
wastebasket, excepting on several 
occasiong when I have taken time 
to write the sales manager of that 
jo ape firm, showing him the 
f of his methods in making 
his prospects wait sevczal days to 
learn the price of the product, 
when three extra words in his let- 
ter, would have taken care of that. 

It is just such things in mer- 
chandising which “makes” or 
“preaks;” and which turns a pros- 
pect into a customer or causes him 
to turn aside from that product in 
disgust. 

The Fur Coat Lady 

Let us picture again, the case of 
a lady who hears the advertisement 
of w fur coat—the radio program 
plays up the description until he 
has created a desire for that coat 
in his listener, then she is told to 
go to her favorite department store 
and inquire for that certain brand: 
Upon inquiry, she finds it costs 
$1,090! This lady may have jour- 
neyed to a neighboring city 30 or 
40 miles away, for the coat may 
have been sold by only the r 
stores and not handled locally. Im- 
agine this lady’s. disgust in getting 
there and finding the price: prohibi- 
tive, whereas had the .price been 
mentioned, she might have decided 
before the program was over, 
whether or not she wanted the fur 
coat. 

What has all of this to do with 
the large and, small broadcasting 
stations, you may wonder. To me, 
it appears to be a silly question as 
to whether o: not price should 
be mentioned, and ‘is simply a gi- 
gantic scheme to favor a large group 
of chain advertising stations who 
have practically a monopoly upon 
national radio advertising for the 
reasons that independent stations 
can only serve their immediate 
areas. The station in Chicago could 
not hope to get advertisirig from a 
firm who wanted to reach Boston, 
Massachusetts, but. the chain sta- 
tions can take your Ad.and send it 
to any part of the continent. There- 
fore, when anyone who has the ad- 
vantage in radio advertising could 
or would adopt radio advertising 
ethics forbidding the use or quota- 
tion of price, they are placing the 
individual indepéndent broadcaster 
at a great disadvantage; a disad- 
vantage not only of securing adver- 
tising, but,a disadvantage, and a 
very important one, of placing that 
individual station manager who 
quotes price, in a prejudiced posi- 
tion before the Federal Radio. Com- 
mission. 

Is there any broadcaster “here 
who will.doubt my statement that 
the Federal Radio Commission is 
influenced greatly, directly or in- 
directly, by. things the chain sta- 
tion monopolies of America advo- 
cate? Here again they have the 
great advantage, for the ‘Treason 
that the groups who advertise and 
manage the chain stations have a 
more direct influence upon the 
press of America, and generally 
what they say goes, when it comes 
to radio advertising ethics. 


Rezcrd Crowds 

This is already the situation in 
America today, until the station 
which mentions price is immediate- 
ly classed as a cheap merchandis- 
ing station. At the same time, while 
there is an argument on both sides, 
(I personally consider the argument 
weak in favor of refusing to quote 
price), contests, data and actual 
facts prove that the stations in the 
United States which have the lar- 
west following for any single station 
(not counting, of course an entire 
chain, but meaning the individual 
station), are those stations that do 
quote price and sell merchandise 
direct. 

Substantiating that statement. I 
point to the four leading radio sta- 
tions, of America selling merchan- 
dise and quoting prices direct. 
Three of them are in the State cf 
Iowa, and one of them in Louisiana. 
Any one of the four stations, es- 
pecially the three in Iowa, have ab- 
solute proof of record crowds never 
seen at any other single radio sta- 
tion; and perhaps the same condi- 
tion exists at the Louisiana sta- 
tioh—I. do not have the data on 
that, thefefore hesitate to make a 
statement. 

In speaking of my own station. 
KTNT of Muscatine, Iowa, we have 
assembled a crowd of over 50,000 
also crowds of 32,000; and the us- 
ual Sunday crowd at KTNT during 
the summer will average 5.000 vis- 
itors in one day. What draws these 
crowds? Why do they come to that 
particular station? The answer can 
be given by comparing the situation 
to the theatres. As you go down ‘he 
streets of this city, Cleveland, you 
Pass theatre after theatre with lob- 
bies practically vacant and free ac- 
cess to the box office—and you 
think differently of that theatre 
where there is a waiting line of 
reozle a block long, where you must 
wait a half hour before obtaining 
admittance. The reason would be, 
asarule. that one theatre has 
something popular with the public 
and draws the crowd, while the 
other is an ordinary thing. When 
you speak of public necessity and 
convenience, there is no nm on 
earth why one should draw any set 
or code of ethics to prohibit advertis- 
ing in any way over the air that is 
done in.other methods of advertis- 
ing. There can be only one reason 
for it, and that is to eliminate 
quoting the ;*ic> as a blow at the 
independent stations; the press pro- 
claiming the extreme dignity of ra- 
dio, and at the same time realizing 
it would not be undignified to quote 
price, and in the end, they are 
training the public psychology to 
think of nothing in connection-with 
radio, but chain stations. I do not 
hesitate in stating that in my esti- 
mation the greatest drive and most 
influence has been brought to bear 
upon -this subject of radio -adver- 
tising and as to whether 








brought to bear on the side of the 
question favoring no ditect © price 
quotation, by yd chain stations in 
their endeavor monopolics the 
bulk of radio advertising, as they 
have done. 


my estimation. is simply a cama- 
flouge used for a monopoly in radio 
advertising by group stations who 
cover the nation—it is a smoke 
screen which they hide, 
it is a wonderful scheme to 


ore . 
D. C. in 1925, I made several proph- 
esies, and while I do not appear as 
one of those who tells you, “I told 
you so,” I do want to recall those 
prophesies, trusting that at the 
same time you will remember state- 
ments I have made today, regard-~- 
ing this direct 1nd indirect adver- 
tising situation, Those prophesies 
were that at that time the Ameri- 
san Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany was seeking to control the air, 
and I advocated that chain stations 
should go an one wave-length when 
broadcasting the same program. I 
believe I was the first to advocate 
that. and that it*was the first pub- 
lic mention made -of those things. 


could 
not be done, but the senate com- 
mittee uncovered the fact that pat- 
ents for same had been secured 
years previous. 

" Now we have come to that time 
when it has been proven this could 
‘ve done, and while I advocated that 
stations broadcasting the same pro- 
gram should not be closer than 500 
miles,‘I notice in an order sent out 
by the Federal Radio Commission, 
that they followed the same I ad- 
vocated in 1925, only they stated 
the stations could not be closer 
than 300 miles, later rescinding 


that order. Just as those prophesies 
come true, I fully believe my state- 
ment here today to the effect that 
if the independent broadcaster does 
not look upon this radio advertis- 
ing matter in the same way as any 
newspaper, magazine or other ad- 
vertising agency does, he will see 
the time that his false bribes, being 
driven into him by the subtle in- 
fluence of others of the press, in 
their attempt to mould public opin- 
ion, have placed him, the independ- 
ent broadcaster, in a position that 
is mighty small. 


Can Tune Them Out 


They argue that price quotations 
should not be given over radio for 
the reason that the program comes 
into the home to the listener, un- 
expectedly; b I firmly believe, 
that while the attitude may be tak- 
en that the listener should not be 
forced to listen to anything he does 
not care to hear, he still has the 
privilege of turning the dial and 
tuning in a station that is not ad- 
vertising. 

It seems, however, from the vol- 
umes of letters received—hundreds 
of thousands of them—that the lis- 
tener does not tune out as fre- 
quently that station which gives the 
good variety, home-like program 
and mentions a piece of merchan- 
dise with the price, vising how 
easy the listener can get it, brought 


out those stations that boast - of 
their high ethical plane of adver- 
tising, and still permit the tobacco 
company to put on advertising pro- 
grams, the announcer stating that 
the smoking of a certain cigarette 
will improve the form of the ladies. 
What we need in radio advertis- 
ing is not an argument as to 
whether we shall or shall not quote 
price, but we do need a little more 
common horse sense in selecting 
the advertising that goes over the 
‘radio. When a man comes along and 
wants to tell the millions of listen- 
ers they should smoke a certain 
cigarette; that it is “kind to the 
throat”, that it will preserve the 
figure, or that it will make a nice 
complexion, he should be denied the 
use of the radio, for the reason that 
there is no cigarette that is “kind 
to the throat” nor will improve the 
figure of a woman. There are 
broadcasters here today who per- 
mitted that kind of advertising to 
go over their stations, and they 
ought to be ashamed of themselves 
for having done so. And thank God 
such stuff never went over Station 
KTNT, nor will it ever. While talk- 
ing about ethics of advertising. let 
us look to the moving picture busi- 
ness. 


The Movie Ads 
Time was when you could see a 
beautiful picture with the setting 
made clean, but the time is now 
when you see the same setting with 
somebody’s Ad stuck up on a bill- 
board or on a sign in front of a 
store. In their greed for the Al- 
mightly Dollars, they do that, to 


when we listen to programs by 
those who seem to want to be so 
careful and dignified. according to 
the ethics of their advertising— 
they will broadcast « prize fig/t 
and let the announcer ask someone 
for a certain brand of cigarettes, or 
throw in some other indirect adver- 
tising. much worse than price quot- 
ing. In conclusion, gentlemen, I do 
not want to appear as one who is 
antagonistic or trying to crucify 
someone for using certain methods 
of advertising, but.in view of the 
fact that this important thing has 
been brought before this convention

Public necessity and convenience 
mean exactly what the words imply. 
Please your listeners; give them 
value, he is to get full value, with- 
out paying a cent to you, the broad- 
caster. 

The listener today in these times 
when there are over 7,000,000 un- 
employed in the United States, is 
not as much interested in 
of @ product advertised o 
radio and praised to the skies; 
to be told to go to a. local 
where he must pay the state dis- 
tributers, district manager and the. 
dealers’ profits, plus twenty or 
twenty-five percent added to the 
retaii price, to cover the nationak 
chain advertising, as he is to hear 
the price quoted and know he can 
receive the product sent to his door, 
and avoid those exhorbitant prices. 

In these days a dollar is hard to 
find, and when you can save a dol- 
lar for your listeners, you are serv- 
yng public necessity. 

I therefore plead with the inde- 
pendent broaticasters to take the 
stand that price quotation over ra- 
dio is no more a crime than to pick 
up your newspaper or favorite mag- 
azine and see the price printea 
there. And I repeat my prophesy 
that if this convention goes on réc- 
ord as being against price quota~ 
tion in radio advertising, the only 
ultimate result can be that those in 


power who control national adver- 
tising will gain all the advantage 
and the independent broadcaster 
will slide lower and lower, eventual- 
ly arriving at the position where, if 
confronted with any hearing or 
makes an application for increased 
power or otherwise, he will be con- 
fronted with a prejudice before the 
Federal Radio Commission, which 
will be placed there directly or in- 
directly by the influence of those 
who put over their advertising in a 
way that th: independent broad- 
caster could not afford to do or 
would not be able. The first thing 
you know, in years to come, the in- 
dependant broadcasters will be as 
scarce as hen's teeth.

Little Change Noted 
In Sport Which Is 
{ 3,000 Years Old 


Wrestling, 300 years old is 
today the biggest money maker in 
professional sports. © 

It is a bigger money maker than 
the boxing game because there are 
‘flops’ and a more even gate at all 
times. 

It is a bigger money maker than 
baseball because it involves much 
less expense and does not depend on 
the weather. 

Gus Sonnenberg and Jim Londos, 
two of the big men of the sport, are 
said to_be close to the millionaire 
class téday. 

But they had to work for it, night 
after -night, and in training 52 
weeks ‘of the year. 

Now and then a heavyweight fight 
champion has made nearly a mil- 
lion dollars in one night. 

Everybody Gets Share 

If they’re just fairly good the 
wrestlers are sure of a good in- 
come. The game runs along even- 
ly and everybody gets a share of the 
gate receipts. 

The return of wrestling to the 
center of the stage is due. says Ed 
(Strangle) Lewis to, the fact that 
the gamblers were thrown out, re- 
storing confidence. 

Others who have made a\careful 
study of the game and devled deep 
in the history of the game, say it is 
nothing more than the natural 
trend—that life and all things in it 
travel in cycles. 

That is true of styles in dress, 
furniture and architecture, so may- 
be it is true in wretsling. 

Game 3000 Years Old 

Three thousand years ago they 
wrestled in Asia and Egypt. The 
game was then established in 
Greece. The Greeks get the credit 
and have since that time furnished 
many of the best wrestlers. 

There have been changes, but not 
as many changes in wrestling in 
83000 years as there have been 
changes in American football in 
the last 25 years. Think of that! 

On the walls of the temple tombs 
of Beni Hasan, :iear the Nile, are 
carvings #epicting hundreds of 
wrestling scenes. Those who have 
seen them say they were impressed 
with the similarity of the holds us- 
ed in those days to the general style 
of the game today. It was highly 
developed that far back. 

Greeks Barred No Holds 

Wrestling was the principal sport 
in the early Greek Olympics. It 
then was a part of the pentathlon. 
No holds were barred. They could 
ever strangle, kick or butt an op- 
ponent. 

But the wrestler of that day was 
. gp Spude. He was schooled to be 

8 —the aesthetic idea of the 
times. 

So are the wrestlers of today, for 
that matter. They put on a good 
show and each one is a stylist in 
his particular form. 

Sonnenberg ascended to fame by 
his butting tactics. Lewis, who 
now is a champion for the fourth 
time, long ago earned the nickname 
of ‘Strangler.’ But kicking is not 
so ethical. 

Milo Most Notable 

The most notable wrestler of 
those ancient days was Milo of 
Croton, 500 years B. C., and who 
scored 32 notable triumphs in in- 
ternational championship affairs. 

Perhaps thte greatest wrestler of 
modern days was Frank Gotch the 
Iowa farmer, who held the cham- 
ionship many years when the game 
was a big money maker in the mid- 
dle. west. 

Jim Londos, the Greek. who be- 
came a naturalized American, is 
likened to Milo of Croton, by wrest- 
ling writers who wax poetic. 
as great in his achievements but 
graceful and perfect of figure. 

Sonnenberg is much unlike the 
anecjents but it was Sonnenberg 
whe started wrestling off on a new 
era. of prosperity and popularized 
the game in the big eastern cities. 

Gus Climbs Fast 

After a notable career in football, 
Gus tried the wrestling game and 
by »his butting and ‘flying tackle’ 
style of wrestling quickly ascended 
to the throne. 

Sonnenberg threw Lewis and af- 
ter a long reign, during which he 
wrestled three or four times a week, 
Gus was in turn thrown by another 
ex-collegian, Don George, and just 
recently George was beaten by the 
old champion, Lewis. All of which 
is included in the so-called ‘west- 
ern wheel’ of the wrestling game: 

The other crowd grew jealous and 
formed the ‘eastern wheel’ and 
Dick Shikat was made champion by 
grace of the Pennsylvania boxing 
commission’s decree. And Shikat 
later was thrown by Londos who 
has since cashed in heavily. 

No doubt much of it is hippo- 
dromed but the fans don’t mind. 
They pay their money and see a 
good exhibition of strength and 
skill, face-making, etc., and listen 
to _ grodns and grunts of the big 
men.

‘AGO — (INS)—Tony Can-

For the past 
two years the amazing British 
youngster had rated No. 1 among 
the contenders but his chance at the 
title was slow in. coming. 

Short Right to Jaw 

The end occurred in the last min- 
ute of the third round when the 
champion set himself as the Briton 
rushed him to the ropes and caught 
the later with a short inside right 
to the jaw. The blow was shot in- 
side as Jackie cut loose with a left 
hook to the head. 

The challenger fell on his face 
toward the champion and was help- 
less as referee Phil Collins tolled off 
the first five. Instinctively the 
gritty Briton tried to raise himself 
off the floor. He struggled toward 
the east ropes, a few feet away, and 
groped feebly until he found the 
middle strand. 

At ‘eight’ he was pulling himself 
upward but reached only half way. 
He was much too weak to make 
the rest of the distance and collaps- 
ed back onto the floor. Blood was | 
streaming from his left eye, where | 
Canzoneri had opened a cut be- 
neath the optic. 

Canzoneri had shot the works to 
win by a knockout and succeeded. 
“Little Mickey Walker” 

Canzoneri was nothing short of a 
little Mickey Walker as he-pegged 
punch after punch at the slow- 
starting Jackie. The champion 
boxed flat-footed. setting himself 
for every blow he threw. They

Can- 
zonert opened up quickly and 
smeared several jolting rights on 
the Briton’s head in the first round, | 
many were solid punches, but Berg | 
stood up strongly under them and, 
while losing the round, seemed to 
have weathered his most dangerous 
period. 

Berg Offers No Alibi 

While many believed that making 
135 pounds has taken too much 
strength away from the _ Briton, 
Jackie denied this in a statement 
following the fight. The challeng- 
er declared that he felt strong and 
had no alibis to offer for his deci- 
sive defeat. Berg scaled 134% 
pounds for the bout, with Canzon- 
eri weighing 132. 

The championship bout fell below 
early predictions in gross receipts. 
These were announced as $54,990.48. 
The paid attendance was 11,700. 
Canzoneri receives fifty per cent of 
the net .gate, while the defeated 
challenger contracted for ten per 
cent.

oy —The relentless warfare which the 


™formon church has been waging 
cn the practice of polygamy was 
reflected recently in e address 
given by President Heber J. Grant, 
head of the Church of the Latter 
Day Saints (Mormon) before the 
10ist. annual conference of the 
church, and in the publication of 
an excommunication notice con- 
cerning a member of the church 
living at Sandy, Utah, 

President Grant delivered a 
seathing rebuke to those who fol- 
lowei the outlawed. custom of 
“plural marriage.” Not only those 
who follow the practice of poly- 
gamy, but those who in any way 
infer that such practices are per- 
mitted by the Mormon church, 
came under President Grant’s cen- 
sure. 

The excommunicati. .. accord- 
ing to the published notice, was 
for “conduct violative of the law 
and order of said Church, ‘specific- 
ally with respect to the practice of 
plural marriage, so-called.” 

In his speech before the confer- 
ence President Grant expressed the 
official attitude of the Morman 
church regarding polygamy. 

“Wherever the authorities of the 
church have been able to locate 
such persons and secure sufficient 
definite evidence to warrant their 
conviction,” he said, “they have, 
without fear or favor, been dealt 
with and excommunicated from the 
church. This procedure, of course, 
is the limit of church jurisdiction. 

“We have been, however, and we 
are entirely willing and anxious, 
too, that such offenders against 
the law of the state .should be 
dealt with and punished as the 
law provides. We have been and we 
are willing to give such legal as- 
sistance as we legitimately can in 
the criminal prosecution of such 
cases 

“We are willing to go to such 
limits not only because we regard 
it as our duty as citizens of the 
country to assist in the enforce- 
ment of the law and the suppres- 
sion of pretended ‘plural marriages’ 
but also because-we wish to do 
everything humanly ni to 
make our attitude toward the mat- 
ter so-clear, definite, and vo- 
cal as to leave no possible doubt of 
it in? mind of any person.” 
Mormén church does not 
aid, abet or sanction 
“plural marri es in any way, shape 
or form.” dent Grant told the 
members of the church, but on the 
contrary absolutely forbids the 
members of the church from enter- 
ree into any such unlawful rela- 
jons. 

“T want the officers of our church, 
our missionaries, all who -in any 
manner represent us,” he said, “to 
know beyond any doubt whatso- 
ever that this is the unequivocal 
nosition of the church, for this 
statement sets forth not only my 
views and purposes, but it is sus-

NEW YORK—A steady stream of 
selling orders to the weekend mar- 
ket Saturday forced prices lower in 
all sections of the market.

The market worked higher early 
in the week in line with continued 
dry conditions in the northwest 
and more active European buying, 
but gains were quickly erased later 
as longs started to liquidate their 
holdings, outside trade continued 
light. 

Domestic crop developments were 
mixed. While the spring wheat 
areas have had but little rain, win- 
ter wheat has had considerable 
precipitation and conditions are 
quite satisfactory. 

Primary receipts in this country 
continue ample, but visible stocks 
are now decreasing, and there is 
no great pressure on the cash mar- 

et. 
Foeign markets sold off sharply 
around mid-week with rumors that 
the farm board was to unload its 
offerings abroad at what they 
would bring, but a good sized rally 
later developed when the reports 
were denied.
